Because of the importance of thd meeting and the urgency Cif * ~ 
the situation, a microphone surveillance was effected 
January 21, 1966, on King in Rooms 34^5 => 343-7, Americana. 
Hotel, Hew York City. This surveillance involved trespass. 

It will be immediately /discontinued ^ipon his departure.
